It Is certainly a rare privilege to have j 


gome studies iu this last and In gome j

•II the sixty-six books of.the Bible, 
tbe only one that has a special bless- 
ing pronounced upon those who read 
ami liear and keep its precious words 
(1, 3). TLe correct title of the book is 
found in verse 1, "The Revelation of 
Jesus Christ," and It is the summing 
up and unfolding of all things concern- 
lug Him and His Kingdom. It tells of 
that which God gave Him t6 show' 
unto us, and He sent it by His messen- 
ger unto His servant, John. It does 
seem most unkind to and rebellious 
against such a God and Father to turn 
away from such a book and refuse to 
read it or refer to It, as many, eveu 
among preachers, do. It waa John's 
business, as it is ours, to bear record of 
the Word of God and of the testimony 
»f JPSUS ChrisC, even though we should 
be banished for It, as John was, or 
even killed, as others were (i, 2, 9; 
rl, 0; xil. 17). 


He is and was and will be ever tbe 


same Jesus Christ, the Son of God, 
whose goiups forth have been from of 
old, from the days of eternity; who in 
the fullness of time came as God man- 
ifest In the flesh, the Word made flesh, 
and is coming again to set up His 
kingdom on this earth (verses 4, 8;

It Is certainly a rare privilege to have j 


gome studies iu this last and In gome j 
respeiMs best and most wonderful of ] 
•II the sixty-six books of.the Bible, 
tbe only one that has a special bless- 
ing pronounced upon those who read 
ami liear and keep its precious words 
(1, 3). TLe correct title of the book is 
found in verse 1, "The Revelation of 
Jesus Christ," and It is the summing 
up and unfolding of all things concern- 
lug Him and His Kingdom. It tells of 
that which God gave Him t6 show' 
unto us, and He sent it by His messen- 
ger unto His servant, John. It does 
seem most unkind to and rebellious 
against such a God and Father to turn 
away from such a book and refuse to 
read it or refer to It, as many, eveu 
among preachers, do. It waa John's 
business, as it is ours, to bear record of 
the Word of God and of the testimony 
»f JPSUS ChrisC, even though we should 
be banished for It, as John was, or 
even killed, as others were (i, 2, 9; 
rl, 0; xil. 17). 


He is and was and will be ever tbe 


same Jesus Christ, the Son of God, 
whose goiups forth have been from of 
old, from the days of eternity; who in 
the fullness of time came as God man- 
ifest In the flesh, the Word made flesh, 
and is coming again to set up His 
kingdom on this earth (verses 4, 8; 
Mlc. v, 2, margin; Gal. Iv, 4; I Tim. 
ill, 1G; John i, 14). The message con- 
cerning Him Is always to every sin- 
ner the grace that saves and the peace 
which He has purchased by His «wn 
blood (verse 4: chapter xxil, 21; Eph. 
ii, 13; Col. i, 20). The Spirit loves to 
bear witness to Him, and the seven 
Spirits suggest tlie perfect fullness of 
the power and testimony of the Spirit 
(verse 4; chapters 111. 1; iv, 5; v, 6). 


He is the faithful witness, called 


Faithful and True, and all His words 
are true and faithful (verse 5; chapter 
ill, 14; six. 11: xxi, 5; xxii, 6). He is the 
first begotten of the dead. Christ the 
flrst fruits (verse 5; Col. I, 18; I Cor. 
xv, 23i. Because of His resurrection 
others have risen and others will rise— 
they that are Christ's at His coming. 
He is tlie rrlm-e of tlie kings of tbe 
earth, King of Uinss and Lord of lords, 
and all klugs sball fall down before 
Him, all nations shall serve Him 
(verse 5; chapter xvli, 14; xlx, 16; 1 
Tim. vt, 15; Ps. Ixxil, 11). How glori- 
ous He Is and will be! Does not your 
heart cry out, "Yea. He is altogether 
lovely; this is my Beloved, and this is 
my Friend?1'
